against the losses which attended our subsequent 
operations. The exaggerated idea, moreover, 


of the extent of these losses, contributed greatly 
towards the general depression; yet, we should 


not easily have conceived how opinions so wide 
of

of the real truth, should have so universally 
prevailed on this subject, did we not observe 
the activity with which a certain set of men 
seize every opportunity of exciting discontent 
and alarm in the bosom of the society which 
fosters them. Their clamours have been more 
than usually loud upon the present occasion, 
and they seem unhappily to have succeeded in 
impressing the public with regret for the sup- 
posed loss of nearly ten times as many of our 
gallant soldiers as have actually fallen. This 
will be incontestibly proved by the following 
statement, the result of the most minute enquiry, 
made for the express purpose of carrying into 
effect the present subscription, and which there- 
fore can leave no doubt of its correctness.

2 E attention of the public was called to this 
subscription by an anonymous advertisement, 
recommending that individuals should not sub- 
scribe more than 10 guineas; and stating that,

The first General Meeting was held at the
